RATE CUT 


U. S. Adjusts Self to New 
Exchange Basis. 


a 


Uncle Sam haf finally awakened to 
the fact that foreign currency has de- 
preciated in value. §Postmasters 
throughout the United States were in- 
structed yesterday to sell international 
money orders under a new scale for 
the conversion of American | dollars into 
international money orders that close- 
ly approximates their relative ex- 
change values. | 

The money of eight countries is 
much cheaper under the new scale. 
For instance, the francs of Belgium, 
France, and Italy are available at 
half their former values. For $10 one 
can now purchase 103 francs. Former- 
ly only 61 francs and 50 centimes could 
be purchased for $10. The English 
pound sterling, formerly oe 87 for $5, 
is now an even $4. 

Five dadllars will now purchase 
twenty-five Norwegian and Danish 
kroners, where formerly only 18 kroner 
and 49 ore could be obtained for this 
amount. 

The government has eeiset a table 
on the currency of certain European 
countries as compared with the United 
States dollar, which postmasters are 
ordered to use in issuing international 
money orders. 

Will Increase Business. 

John M. Hubbard, general superin- 
tendent in the money order depart- 
ment, said the change would cause 
an enormous increase in the volume of 
foreign money orders. 

“Before the war,” said Mr. Hub- 
bard, “we did an annual business of 
more than $2,500,000 in international 
money orders. During the last year 
| business fell to $690,000. Heretofore 
| exchange rates have been arranged at. 
conventions attended by representa- 
tives of all countries to which we sold 
money orders. The government; in this 
case, has arranged the new 
Washingt6n.” | 

Swiss Rates Unchanged. 

Switzorland is the only country 
where the exchange rates have not 
changed. Our dollar is worth just the 
same there today as it was before the 
war. Under the present rates an Amer-

last night by Harry Bloom, a tailor, 
living at 6317 .Cottage Grove avenue. 
He and his charges reached Chicago 
6:30 o’clock. 

They were conveyed to his home 
from the station in a fleet of taxi- 
There was a reunion in which 
scores of friends participated. All the 
refugees declare they are thankful 
to be in America. | 

‘Mr. Bloom, a naturalized citizen of 
Jewish extraction, left Chicago early in 


York. In the little town of Cobren 
he found his mother. She was ragged, 
hungry, and ill. The town since 1914 
has been reduced from 20,000 to 2,500 


- Through his mother and acquaint- 
ances he gradually gathered together 
the members of his family—brothers, 
sisters, cousins, and others. Some were 
so wasted he scarcely recognized them, 
he said. In addition, he rescued seven- 
teen relatives of friends in whose be- 
half he had been acting. 

“The misery and suffering in Poland 
are indescribable,” he said. “ General 
poverty, lack of transportation, scarc- 


sicians to cope with the situation are 
contributing factors. | 

“Jews Persecuted.” 

“Jews are persecuted continually. 

One Polish official to whom I applied 


for passports said that ‘the damn Jews 
are trying to run out on us now. They 
know we will kill them if they stay.’” 

Mr. Bloom said he disbursed 1,750,- 
000 marks, some of which was his own 
money and much of which was con- 
tributed by wealthy Jews of Chicago 
and New York. He found his people 
in distress in every town and village 
he visited in Poland, he said.

Neverthelegs it ig the loan, the world 
believes, which hag dominated French policy to- 
ward Russia since the fall of the czar. French 
statesmen may or may not have seen that the 
policy thus. conrpelled was costly and dangerous. 
But we believe no French ministry would live a 
moment after deserting it. From the viewpoint 
ef Europe's stabilization we think it has been 
ahown to be unwise. But there it is. 

&o we have the sturdy French bourgeois and his 
brother, the peasant, confronting the Russian 
mujik and peasant in a stubborn trial of strength, 
like a quarrel in an inn over a reckoning, raised to

In recommending the making of ice 
cream out of sour milk I had not the 
most distant intention of discrediting 
the pasteurizing of milk. The milk I 


usead’ in trying some sour milk ice 
creafhs was sour, although labeled’ 
“perfectly pastetirized.” Since I be-. 
lieve there are invaluable minerals and 
other food ingredients in the whey of 
‘sour milk, it seems to me better to use 
- up Whole sour milk prgatably than to 
drain, off that whey to make cottage 
cheese, the value of which as food is 
rathér widely recognized, although so. 
undoubtedly made of any or ordinary 
sour milk.

Yet a mar reader has addressed us 
at some length under the caption “ Sour 
Milk Ice Cream Serious.” Why not 
cottage cheese then? He says: “ Sour 
milk is either old or dirty or unfit for 
human food in its raw state.” 

As far as I am concerned I should 
feel gafer eating raw sour milk than 

raw sweet milk. Dirty sweet milk is 
dirty when it becomes sour milk, as it 
readily does, the dirt hastening the 
process, but the beneficence of the lac-. 
tic acid is there. 

As to what causes pasteurized milk to 

sour it is partly that same lactic acid,

| CUTTI NG CORN FORSILO | 


BY FRANK RIDGWAY. 


Tons of silage are thrown on to the 
manure spreader and hauled back to 
the fields every year as a result of 
using overripe material in filling silos. 
The best time to cut corn for silage 
should be carefully considered before 
filling the silo this fall. 

Overripe corn, dry stalks, and blades 
of corn, hollow stemmed plants, and 
ripe weeds, when cut up and blown 
into the silo do not pack well. With 
such dry material there is insufficient 
moisture for fermentation, and air 
pockets are formed, which encourages 
development of mold. It is suggested 
that corn be cut somewhat earlier than 
has become the established practice in 
‘many localities, where it is allowed tu 
reach a degree of ripeness suitable for 
shocking before silo filling is started. 
Ordinarily, best results are obtained 
when corn is put into the’ silo just as 


is to start cutting the corn when the 
first three or four leaves near the bot- 
tom of the stalk turn browr and husks 
are beginning to dry. The drying of 
the leaves should be the result of ma- 
turity and not firing. However, if corn 
is cut too green, the silage will be too 
acid. and sour, unpalatable, and will 
not keep well. 7 

The period when corn is at the proper 
stage to be stored in the silo is com- 


standing empty when the corn is over- 
ripe. In such cases, where the corn is 
left standing in the field until it is 
quite dry, an abundance of water must 
be added as it is being put into the silo. 
The water is either mixed with the 
material as it is blown through the 
pipe that leads from the cutter to the 
silo or it, is sprinkled over each layer 
during the process of filling. This 
makes it possible to pack the material 
firmly and thus exclude the air. There 
is greater danger of getting too little 
rather than too much. Add enough to 
moisten every particle o! of material.
